ALIUXY, X. Y., Nov. 18.—The 


problem of how state convicts shall 
be kept at work without competing 
with free labor lias seemingly been 
solved by the law which went into 
effect on January 1 of this year. 
This law provided that all state in- 
stitutions, 
departments and po- 


litical divisions .should 
purchase 


all 
their 
supplies and" articles 


of equipment from tho prisons, 
if 
such could be manufactured 


there. 
Since the law went into 


operation requisitions have been re- 
ceived for over $730,000 worth of 
goods which guarantees the contin- 
uous employment of the convicts. 
As it costs but $500,000 annually 
to maintain the prisons, they are, 
therefore, 
made 
self-supporting 


under the new system. 
Speaking 


of the matter today, General Aus- 
tin Lathrop, superintendent of state 
prisons, said: 


"Wo are gratified with the result 


of the first years' working of the 
new system of convict labor and I 
shall so report to the legislature. 
None of the methods employing con- 
victs during my administration of 
ten years have been self-supporting 
with tho exception of the new one. 
Au enormous amount of money will 
bo saved to the state. Nearly SSOu,- 
000 worth of goods have been or- 
dered from the prisons this year. 


st years' trade will amount to $1,- 


000,000. 
We sell at a price below 


that of the markets so that the 
books of the institutions, themselves 
show a net profit in making pur- 
chases from us. We are certainly 
in favor of its continuance, because 
it not only gives the ;1,.">00 convicts 
in the states' prisons all the work 
they can do, but it also makes the 
prisons .self-.snpporting."

VICTORIA, B. C., Nov. 18.— The 


Empress of China brings these Ori 
ental advices: 
The rebellion in 


northern China is spreading and 
fears are expressed that the insur- 
gents will advance on Tien Tsin. 
The imperial troops have been de- 
feated in several engagements, and 
tho number of insurgents is steadily 
increasing. The insurgents also ex- 
pect to be joined by members of 
secret societies who revolted unsuc- 
cessfully just before the war with 
Japan. They are well supplied with 
the arms and ammunition aban- 
doned by Chinese "braves" in the 
recent war. 


A wealthy Chinese syndicate pro- 


poses to cultivate cotton on the rich 
delta land of the West and Pearl 
rivers. 


Severe earthquakes, accompanied 


by a tidal wave, occurred in British 
North Borne nt the end of Septem- 
ber. In the villages on the coast 
great loss of life occurred. Up to 
the end of September China had 
paid 25,388,589 pounds of the war 
indemnity to Japan. At the recent 
examinations at Nan Chang Fn, the 
students were required to write an 
essay on "Noah and His Family, or 
the re-Peopling of the Earth After 
the Flood." This is the first time 
in the history of China that a 
knowledge of the Bible was re- 
quired in a state examination.

There is already a consider- 
able demand for this batter substi- 
tute and it is very probable there 
will be an enlarged market for the 
nnts.

A TEST of nn electric locomotive 


was made in Prance the other day 
and it proved so successful that it 
will probably be adopted as the 
standard type, replacing the steam 
locomotive. 
The world has to 


thank Yankee ingenuity for bring- 
ing electric motive power to so high 
a degree of perfection. Europeans 
were the first to experiment with, 
the power for traction purposes, but 
it remained for Americans to make 
it thoroughly practical. That the 
French have now come to realize its 
advantages and merits is really a 
victory for the American investi- 
gators and inventors. 


FORT WAVXE was in need of no 


new municipal legislation more 
than a curfew law. Among the 
most ardent advocates of such a 
regulation nre the members of the 
police department. Patrolmen de- 
clare they have no more trying 
nuisance to contend with than the 
young boys who run the streets at 
night. 
If a policeman takes in 


charge a wild and incorrigible boy 
or seeks to interfere in the mischief 
of such a lad there is a protest from 
the youngster's parent* and the 
policeman for want of any direct 
charge to lodge against the urchin 
must submit to such attack as angry 
parents may choose to make upon 
him. With a properly framed cur- 
few tow in force the policeman's 
province in such cases would be 
well defined nnd his authority dis- 
tinct and specific. He would be 
protected from the class of people 
who want the wisdom or the in- 
clination to appreciate the benefit of 
hiving their boys, and girls, too, 
for the matter of that, compelled to 
remain at home after a reasonable 
hour at night. 


Tn« Worid> Wheat Shorttg*. 


Mr. Broomhall, editor of the Liv- 


erpool Corn Trade News, who here- 
tofore has been notably conservative 
in estimating the wheat shortage of 
Europe this year, nas completed his 
calculations relative to wheat sup- 
plies in the world, and, according to 
cable dispatches, he concludes that 
the total of European wheat crops is 
360,000,000 bushels less than last 
year, and that the world's crops are 
100,000,000 bushels less than last 
year. He concluded that nothing 
but an extraordinary yield' in Ar- 
gentine will save Europe from a 
serious scarcity of breadstuffs. 


Mr. Broomhall's figures are espec- 


ially significant, 'because he stands 
at the head of the authorities on 
breadstuff supplies, and 
he has 


steadily refused to accept the ex- 
treme estimates of shortage which 
other authorities have put forth. 
His latest figures are based on the 
results of the crop movement of the 
past three months, which, according 
to his calculations, confirms in a 
large measure the belief that the 
wheat supplies this year are much 
less than a nonnaJ year's consump- 
tion by the bread caters of the 
world. 


The great quantity of wheat 


which Europe has been able to ob- 
tain from the United VStates daring 
the past three months has tempor- 
arily relieved 
the 
anxieties of 


European buyers respecting 
the 


outlook for supplies through the re- 
mainder of the year, and, of course, 
if the farmers of the United States 
continue to supply the den- jnd as 
easily as they have thus far, the 
threatened famine in some parts of 
Europe may not occur. 
But Mr. 


Broomhall, in his calculations, gives 
this country credit for a maximum 
crop of 393,000,000 bushels, 
or 


enough to furnish more than 200,- 
000,000 bushels to Europe, and even 
on that basis he does not see how 
enough wheat is to be obtained, un- 
less the surplus from Argentine 
should turn out to be as surprisingly 
large, relatively, as tne supply ob- 
tainable in the United States.

323. CO; total expenses, including re-

The relief statistics of patriarchal 


Odd Fellowship in the fifty years of 
its existence were as follows: Belief 
of patriarchs, $301,510 5) ; relief of 
wido\ved families, 13,298.59 ; bury, 
ing the dead, *C I,!i85.53; special re- 
lief, 10,752.29; total relief in fifty 
years, *376,b4B.M. The grand scribe, 
in commenting on these figures, 
said: 
•' When w e consider that the 


relief features of this branch ar«, to 
a great extent, incidental only, the 
foregoing totals are highly gratify- 
ing, and when considered in connec- 
tion with the other departments of 
tho order, they become enormous. 
Since their organization the grand 
lodge and the grand encampment 
have disbursed a total sum of *3,- 
621,352.27 for the relief of members, 
widowed families and education ol 
orphans. The payments for the last 
year of tbe two branches average 
120.93 for every hour of every day 
of the year." 
The grand scribe 


named six encampments that are 
delinquent, and some of which have 
not reported for years. He doemed 
it unwise to let them continue a 
dormant existence.
